THE  GOOLE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Goole  Rural  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate  fell  slightly,  being  17-2  per  thousand 
population  in  comparison  with  18-8  in  1950.  The  Rate  for 
the  aggregate  W.R.  Rural  Districts  was  16-5  and  for  England 
and  Wales  15-5. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  rose  slightly  to  12-4,  the  national 
rate  being  12-5.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  accounted 
for  36%  of  the  deaths,  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  particularly  in 
the  aged.  There  was  one  death  each  from  gastro-enteritis, 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  maternal  causes. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  63  is  regrettably  high, 
but  five  of  the  ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  old  were 
due  to  congenital  defects,  i.e.,  to  causes  over  which  there  is, 
as  yet,  little  or  no  control. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  fell  and  127 
of  the  total  of  190  cases  were  measles  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year.  Measles  was  epidemic  from  October  1950  to  February 
1951. 

The  Report  includes  for  your  information  and  interest  a 
summary  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  District  by  the  County 
Health  Services  under  the  Divisional  scheme.  Certain  of  the 
figures  are  not  impressive,  but  the  services  were  seriously 
handicapped  by  the  loss  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Snaith 
in  June.  Progress  in  the  adaptation  of  Prospect  House  at 
Swinefleet  is  very  slow,  but  eventually  an  adequate  permanent 
clinic  will  be  available  for  that  part  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  accorded  me  by  the  Members  and  Officials 
of  the  Council  throughout  1951.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  proposed  scheme  for  the  laying  of  a 6-inch  main 
from  Goole  to  Swinefleet  and  for  laying  3-inch  mains  to  the 
farms  and  cottages  on  Swinefleet  and  Reedness  Commons  has 
not  yet  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  District. 

SHOPS 

There  are  71  shops  in  the  District  where  foodstuffs  are 
sold.  These  shops  and  storerooms  are  inspected  from  time 
to  time  and  any  defects  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
shopkeepers,  who  are  usually  willing  to  carry  out  any 
necessary  improvements. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  proposed  schemes  for  the  larger  villages  are  still  in 
abeyance,  due  to  national  economy  measures,  but  the  position 
is  very  unsatisfactory  and  the  remedy  of  adequate  sewerage 
should  be  kept  in  mind  as  a priority  at  the  earliest  possible 
time. 

SCAVENGING 

The  Council  undertakes  the  scavenging  of  the  parishes 
by  “ direct  labour,”  and  the  work  continues  to  be  carried 
out  effectively.
